Dean Jones is dead 


Fifty-four. year old Dean 
Jones, the dean of journalism 
in the Glades area, was found 
dead Monday morning after he 
failed to show up for work at 
the Belle Glade office of The 
Paim Beach Post. , 

Dean had worked at The Post 
since 1987 when his employer, 
The Evening Times, sister 
newspaper toThe Post’, shut 
down and he was absorbed into 
the staff at The Post. 

Mr. Jones had been editor of 
the forerunner of THE SUN, 
The Belle Glade Herald, in the 
early 1970's. 

In recent years he had 
periodically been depressed as 
his health worsened. A 
diabetic, he had at times been 
confined to a wheelchair and 
crutches, occasions which ser- 
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ved to curtail his individuality. 

In recent weeks he had 
‘surgery to repair nerve damage 
in an elbow, and had broken 


bones in his left foot and was ` 


facing another spell in a wheel- 
chair. 

Dean also suffered from 
Myasthenia Gravis, a Muscular 


Dystrophy-like degenerative | 


disease, as well as heart trouble. 

Friends in the community 
have taken the time to give a 
final tribute to a man they 
admired for his intelligence, 
compassion, and journilistic 
integrity. Following is "A 
Tribute to Dean Jones". 

Dean Jones and his unique 
style of reporting the happen- 
ings in our city will be missed. 
He was a professional journa- 
list - whether reporting a 
social, charitable, or govern- 
mental event. We could depend 
on Dean to take a story and 
relay it to his readers in an 
interesting, unbiased, and fair 
manner. We will miss his calm, 
compassionate, and under- 
standing manners.

"The goal is to duplicate, as 
much as possible, the natural 
cycle of a wet and dry season," 
Schuette explained. "Water | 
levels are now around one-and- 
a-half feet deep. The extra 
water is transforming the area 
back to its natural states” 

The GFC expects to seb Holey 
Land provide habitat for a large 
number and variety of wildlife 
associated with the Everglades 
including snail kites, alligators, 
fish, and various wading birds, 
according to Schuette. 3 

"Right now .we've got 
anywhere from 50 to 100 snail 
kites on the area,” Schuette 
said. "Nesting will continue 
through June. The birds are 
nesting in four colonies as 
opposed to two colonies last 
year."

According to Dr. Charles Malian, State Health 
Officer, " Parents should make their doctor 
aware of any health insurance coverage they 
have on their children and not let the cost of the 
shots: keep them from getting their children 
immunized.” This coverage of immunizations” 
dogs not, apply ‘in self-insured employer groups. 

‘Depending on the policy, the insurance 
^ comparly “may pay all or most of its allowable 

+œ- charge fo ae immunization , sérvice. By law, 


there is no deductible to meet before the 
coverage applies. For families without health 
insurance coverage, immunizations are provided 
free of charge at all HRS county public health units. 

‘Immunizations can prevent many childhood 
diseases such as measles, mumps, whooping 
cough, German measles, poliomyelitis, diphth- 
eria tetanus, and Haemophilus influenza type b 
(Hib). 

With the increased cases of measles and 
mumps in Florida, it is imperative that parents 
take advantage of this insurance coverage to 
provide: basic preventive health care for their 
children. . |.

High blood pressure is one of 
the most serious diseases in the 
United States. About one mil- 
lion deaths a year can be.con- 
nected either directly or indi- 
rectly to high blood pressure. 
There is no cure for high blood 
pressure, but it is controllable. 

Often, the cause of high blood 
pressure is unknown, but there 
may be contributing factors, 
such-as heredity, abnorfnal 
body chemistry, emotions, 
overweight, smoking, and a 
high salt diet. 

Drugs such as ampheta- 
mines, diet pills, and. oral 
contraceptives may cause an 
increase in blood pressure, but 
usually, the blood pressure 
returns to normal after the 
drags are discontinued. 

High blood pressure has been 
called "The Silent Killer" 
because it has no symptoms. 
You can feel perfectly fine and 
still have dangerously high 
blood pressure which could 


~ result in a heart attack or 


stroke. 

Dietary modifications and 
exercise can help keép blood 
pressure down. If you're used to 
a high salt diet, food tastes flat 
when you cut down on salt too 
muth, too soon. Cut down by 
degrees. 

First, cut out high salt foods. 
Then stop using salt at the 
table. Add zip to your meat 


dishes, soups, vegetables and 


‘salads with basil, chives and 


parsley. Try bay leaves for meat 
and poultry dishes, soup and 
tomato dishes. Add lemon juice 
to vegetables and salads. Add 
just a little salt when cooking. 
What's wrong with too much 
salt? Salt holds water in the 
body and- causes the heart to 


‘work harder. Cutting down on 


salt may help some people 
avoid high blood pressure and 
help others who have high 
blood pressure to get it down to 
lower levels. 

Drugs are not recommended 
for "borderline" hypertensives. 
These patients can usually see 
an improvement by altering 
their lifestyles and having tbeir 
blood pressures checked at 
least annually. 

High blood pressure occurs 
when the arteries become 
narrowed or blocked and the 
blood cannot easily pass 
through them. When this 
happens, the heart must pump 
harder to push blood. This 
increases the blood pressure in 
the arteries. 

If high blood pressure goes 
untreated, it can cause damage 
to the heart, which may result 
in a heart attack. A stroke may 
result when.not enough blood 
goes through the arteries to the 
brain. Blindness can result 
from blood vessels in the eyes 


"High blood pressure - the "silent killer": 


being constantly strained and 
swollen. Because of inefficient 
removal of body wastes through 
the. kidneys, caused by hard- 
ened arteries, waste can build 
up in the blood, poisoning the 
body. x 

"High blood pressure is treat 
able. Deaths can be prevented 
when hypertension (high blood 


pressure) is detected early and. 


managed properly. 

Stroke deaths and deaths 
from kidney and heart disease 
have decreased significantly 
over the past 15 years. 

If you have high blood pre 
sure, you should invest in an at 
home monitor. Mechanical and 
electronic devices are available. 
Mechanical apparatus require 
some training while electronic 
units calculate blood pressure 
for you.

Governor Lawton Chiles has 
declared 23 counties in Florida 
under à state.of emergency as a 
result of the damage caused by 
the storm two weeks ago. 

For many Floridians, assess- 
ing the damage caused by the , 
storm and coping with 
unexpected repairs can be 
difficult and confusing. Locat- 
ing a qualified professional to 
repair the damage can be just 
as confusing. 

"Unfortunately, many 
unlicensed people use the 
devastation caused by natural 
disasters to defraud consu- 
mers," said George Stuart, 
Secretary of the Department of 
Professional Regulation, which 
licensés - and” regulates 
contractors. 

Earlier this year, hail storms 
in Orlando caused millions of 
dollars in property damage. 
Following thé disaster, unli- 
censed routers coiimunded the 
problems'óf some homeowners 
by offering to fix their roofs, 


then doing substandard work, 
leaving the homeowners in 
worse shape than before the 
storm. 

Hurricane Andrew is another 
example of unscrupulous indi- 
viduals offering to make repairs 
Sand then failing to follow 
through with quality work i ina 
timely manner. 

"Florida's consumers are 
being victimized twice," said 
Mr. Stuart, "by the natural 
disasters and by the unlicensed 
contractors." 


If your home was damaged by , 


the most recent storm, your 
first step before hiring anyone 
to fix the problem should be to 
verify the contractor's license. 
Contact the Department, of 
Professional Regulation (DPR) 
toll free at 1-800-362-1519. 
Many times insurance com- 
panies will provide claimants 
with a list of possible contrac- 
tors. However, a contractór's 
name on a list does not guar- 
antee proper licensure - call 


DPR yourself.
